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PREFACE 


The  Customs  District   cf  Dighton  vms  created  on  July  31,   1789  as   one 
of  twenty  such  districts   and  ports    of  entry  in  the   state   of  Massachusetts, 
provided  for  by  an  Act    cf  the  First   Congress    of  the  United  States   "...to 
roguloto  the  Collection  of  the  Duties  imposed  by  law  on  the  tonnago   of 
ships   or  vessels  and  on  goods,  wares  and  merchandises   imported   into  the 
United  States."     The  territorial  limits    of  Customs  District  XI  were  fixed 
by  the  Act  to  "...include   all  the  waters   and  shores    on  Taunton  Rivor  and 
in  the  town,   of  Rohobcth;"  while  another   clause    of  the   same   law  provided 
that   "...To  the  district    of  Bight  on  shall  be  annexed  Swansey  and  Freetown 
as  ports    of  dclivory  only;   and  a  collector   for   the   district   shall  bo 
appointed  to  reside   at   Dighton. w      (The    original  customs   house  used  in  17iJJ? 
is  still  standing.) 

In  tirac  the  commercial  importance   of  the  port    of  Dighton  was   surpassed 
by  that    of  its  neighboring  town,   Fall  Rivor,   and  in   1834  the   latter  became, 
as  chief  porb    of  the  district,    the  seat    of  the  collector's   residence.     For 
more  than  three  quarters    of  a  century  thereafter,  the  town  of  Fall  River 
continued  to  serve  as  port    of  entry  for  the  district,   "...to  which  port  the 
vessel  must   come. ..before   she   shall  proceed  to  her  port    of  delivery," 
which  latter  might  have  been  Berkley,   Dighton,   Freetown,  Rehobeth,   Somerset, 
Swansey,    or  Taunton. 

In  1913,   as  a  result   of  a  nation-wide  reorganization  of  the  customs 
service,   District  XI  was  abolished,   and  Fall  Rivor,  with  its   smaller  subparts, 
passed  into  the   jurisdiction  of  the  Collector   of  Customs,   District   IV,   at 
Boston.     All  records   of  the  former  District  XI,   however,   remained  in  the 
custody  of  a  Deputy  Collector  at   Fall  River. 

Possibly  because   some    of  its   early  records  Were   destroyed  by  fire   in   1843, 
or   otherwise   lost  during  several  changes    of  location  of  the   custom  office 
between  1834  and  1933,  the   file   of  ship  registers   issued  at  Dighton -Fall 
River  and  now  in  the  custody  of  the  Deputy  Collector,    does  not   begin  until 
1819.     From  the   latter  date  to  the  present,   however,  the   local  file   of 
these  documents,    consisting  of  eight  volumes,   appears  to  bo  complete  and 
is  fairly  well  preserved.     The  foreign  trade   of  the  district   declined 
greatly  during  the  last  two  decades    cf  the  nineteenth  century  and  registers 
of  vessels  were   issued   only  at    intervals    of  one    or  two   or  even  three  years. 

Fortunately,    duo  to  the   provisions    of  the  Act    of  December   31,    1792, 
requiring  that  the   "...Collector   of  each  district    shall  progressively 
number  certificates   of  registry  by  hiri  granted,   beginning  anew  at   commence- 
ment  of  each  year:    shall  preserve  exact   copies    of  the   same,   and   once 
in  three  months  transmit   like  copies  to  register   of  the  treasury...",    it 
has  been  possible  to  fill  in  partially  the  gap    (1789-1819)   in  the  file  at 
Fall  Rivor  by  making  use   of  registers  now  in  The  national  Archives.     This 
institution  has  received  from  the  Department    of  the  Treasury  two  volumes 
of  registers   issued  at   Dighton,    1789-1306,  which  vrcre   sent  to  that  Depart- 
ment  for  use   in  connection  with  the  adjudication  of  the  French  Spoliation 
Claims.      From  the   Department    of  Commerce   it  has   received  registers   issued 
at  Dighton -Fall  Rivor  since   1313,   and  those   for  1813-1819  have  been  used 
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for  this  volume.   Unfortunately,  the  documents  for  this  period  are  in  such 
•poor  condition  that  it  has  not  been  possible  in  every  instance  to  secure 
from  them  all  the  information  normally  to  be  secured  from  a  register. 
Furthermore,  it  is  probable  that  the  file  is  not  complete  for  these  years. 
No  attempt  has  been  made  to  check  the  file  in  The  National  Archives  for 
the  period  since  1819  with  that  at  Fall  River.  When  information  has 
been  secured  from  a  document  in  The  National  Archives,  that  fact  lias  been 
indicated  by  placing  the  symbol  NA  within  parentheses  after  such  information 

It  was  decided  in  the  interests  of  accuracy  and  efficiency,  that  the 
data  presented  herein  should  include,  as  far  as  possible,  every  item  of 
information  given  on  each  ship  register.  Across  the  top  of  the  document 
"...in  a  strong  engrossing  hand  in  the  margin  immediately  above  the  number 
...  the  collector  shall  write  ...  Permanent  or  Temporary  ..."  Thereupon 
follows  the  name,  rig,  and  hailing  port  of  the  vessel;  the  date,  and  place 
of  its  building-  and  of  its  registry;  its  tonnage  and  dimensions;  and  the 
names  of  its  master  and  owner  "...or...  if  more  than  one  owner  ...  the 
words,  'together  with',  and  the  name  or  names,  occupation  or  occupations, 
place  or  places  of  abode,  and  parts  or  proportions  of  the  ovmer  or  owners.." 
The  register  also  carries  a  brief  description  of  the  vessel,  and  finally, 
any  endorsements  concerning  its  previous  documentation,  changes  of  masters, 
physical  alteration  or  disposition.  When,  in  the  case  of  a  newly  built 
vessel  or  one  whose  dimensions  or  rig  were  altered,  the  register  bears  the 
name  of  a  master  carpenter  or  survejror,  this  also  has  been  carefully 
transcribed  and  appears  in  the  Index. 

Data  on  the  original  registration  are  reproduced  in  full,  but  in  listing 
subsequent  documentations  of  the  same  vessel,  information  identical  with 
that  given  in  the  preceding  item  has  been  omitted.   Thus,  re-registration 
abstracts  in  this  book  show  only  names,  places,  dimensions,  etc.,  which 
differ  from  those  given  on  the  previous  or  first  documentation.  To  avoid 
repetition,  the  word  "Massachusetts"  has  also  been  deleted,  it  being 
understood  that  unless  otherwise  specified,  all  towns  and  ports  mentioned 
are  located  either  in  that  state  proper  or  in  the  district  of  Maine. 
(It  was  not  until  1820  that  Maine  was  set  apart  from  Massachusetts  as  a 
separate  state.) 

Incidentally,  some  confusion  was  caused  by   the  names  of  Wellington  and 
Troy,  Massachusetts,  and  Fall  River,  Rhode  Island,  which  appeared  as  ports  . 
of  registration  or  building,  or  residences  of  oxmers.  Careful  research 
disclosed  that  Wellington  was  originally  a  part  of  Dighton,  but  set  itself 
up  as  a  separate  town  of  that  name  in  1814.   Four  years  later,  it  returned 
to  its  parent  town  but  "secaded"  again  for  another  two  year  period  in 
1825-27.  Similarly,  the  town  of  Troy,  Massachusetts,  was  originally  known 
bjr  the  less  classical  name  of  Fall  River.   For  almost  thirty  years,  from 
1804,  the  town  bore  the  name  of  Troy;  but  on  February  12,  1834,  it  resumed 
its  original  name  -  Fall  River.   Fall  River,  Rhode  Island,  was  that  portion 
of  the  town  lying  across  the  state  line  which  was  not  officially  ceded  to 
Massachusetts  until  a  decision  of  the  United  States  Supreme  Court  in  1862 
so  decreed. 

Antiquated  spellings  of  family,  town,  or  vessel's  names  have  been 
copied  exactly  as  they  were  written,  but  it  was  felt  desirable  to  correct 
any  other  conspicuous  misspellings  or  misleading  data  on  the  registers  which 


were  obviously  mistakes  of  customs  clerks.   The  few  corrections  of  this 
nature,  however,  have  been  made  only  after  thorough  verification  of 
questionable  material. 

This  list  of  Ship  Registers  of  the  Customs  District  of  Fall  River  has 
been  compiled  by  the  staff  of  the  National  Archives  Project  in  Massachu- 
setts, as  successor  to  the  nation-wide  project,  The  Survey  of  Federal 
Archives.   The  project  gratefully  acknowledges  the  courtesy  and  coop- 
eration extended  by  Customs  officials  in  Pall  River  and  Boston,  and 
especially  assistance  on  the  historical  and  technical  aspects  given  by 
Professor  Samuel  Eliot  Horison  of  Cambridge,  and  Mr.  Howard  I.  Chapelle 
of  Ipswich,  Massachusetts.
